This War Service Number lacks much 


of what we would have it be. Owing to 
the fact that there are still hundreds 
with whoin the national office and the 
chapters are not even in correspondence 
contact, the data cannot be complete. 
Also many inquiries received no reply 
and were not returned. It is reasonable 
tc assume that in a good proportion of 
such cases the recipients either had no 
war record or preferred not to have it 
published. 


Notwithstanding the fact that this num- 
ber lacks much of being a complete com- 
pendium on the subject, yet it is nearly 
encugh complete to be representative of 
our membership as a whole, nearly 
enough complete to make our member- 
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ship conscious of having played no sma}| 
part in serving our country in the great 
international crisis of 1917-18. 


It has heen tne aim to classify the war 
service records under two general divi- 
sions: (1) Enlisted Service, and (2) 
Non-Enlisted Service. In order that this 
classification might be as nearly correct 
as possible, every report was referred to 
an ex-service man—a member of our Fra- 
ternity—for classification. If any error 
has been made it has been in spite of

The Basis for a Family of 
Nations 


In reading and reflecting on the con- 
tents of this number of the Par Derr, 
KAPPAN, one is impressed with two out- 
standing traits in human character: 
First, the triumph of the spiritual over 
the physical when a great crisis has to 
be faced. Though a man has spent many 
years in equipping himself for educational 
service, yet he is quite as free in offering 
all on his country’s altar as though his 
possessions were the result of but a day’s 
effort. Second, the shortcomings of the 
human race manifest themselves in the 
mass quite the same as th.y do individu- 
ally. People find it difficult to get along 
as political units in relation to one an- 
other. Each nation is more or less en- 
vious and distrustful of others. Had it 
not been for this envy and distrust, there 
could have been no World War. 


Nations as such have progressed largely 
in proportion as they have given atten- 
tion to education of the masses. If that 
be true of single nations, may not the 
same general principle apply to groups 
of nations? 


If the coming World Conference on 
Education that is to convene at San 
Francisco at this month-end can effect an 
international program of education, hav- 
ing the ideals of representative govern- 
meut as one of its chief goals, it will in 
time prove to be one of the great achieve- 
ments in the progress toward a real world 
federation.
